Gentlemen + Since the Ist of January last, there has been 
f lut tittle of importance to report to you in regard to the sani- 
try condition of the prisoners. No particular epidemic has 
prevailed, but a variety of diseases. 

The disease which has given most trouble has been of a 
دون‎ character, It is a disease of the digestive organs, or 
nther the whole chylopoiétic viscera. 

Several of these cases have been stubborn and disposed to 
lapse, They have generally been able to be about, but too 
በር to work, involving a considerable loss of time. More time 
ከፄ been lost from these cases than all others. I cannot ac- 
wunt for the prevalence of it, except it be from previous dissi- 
pied habits, I know that those who have been most reckless 
ù their habits have been most subject to it. 

There has been three deaths during the year; one from ex- 
knive aggravated disease of the above character. His case 
ws undoubtedly from bad habits. This disease is not common 
ከ the country. 

(ne old Mexican died from extensive gangrene. He was 
lily diseased when he came here—never done any thing. 

The third case, a young man about thirty years old, died 
مالا‎ a protracted spell of six weeks, of Typhoid fever. He 
te here with organic disease of the urinary organs, There 
ከ8 been only a few cases of Chills and Fever. This remark 
will apply to the country around. By the assiduity of the 
hnyerimtendent and Hospital Stewart, the cells have been kept
